Several weeks ago 
the council 
passed a reaolution deeming and d e ­ 
claring it necessary to grade, curb 
and pave E^ast Fifth street, 
from 
H a n c oc k avenue to Ixngineer street, 
and the resolution was pub lished, 
according to law, in the paper d o ­ 
ing the city printing. 
With the a p­ 
pearance 
of 
the 
resolution 
the 
triends of the scheme 
started 
to 
work, and those who opposed it lost 
no time in getting a remonstrance 
in circulation. 
It was given out at 
the tinle, and pub lished e.xclusively 
in the D emocrat , that all b ut six of 
the pro])erty owners on the street 
proposed to b e [>aved had 
signed 
the remonstrance, and they rested 
easily on their oars, b elieving the 
m atter was dead, at least tor 
the 
jiresent. 
At the next meeting of the c o un ­

not forthcoming, nor had the clerk 
seen it.

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RAILROAD RUMBLE. 


New Engines Being Built for 
the M., K. & T. 


“ D A D ” LEACH IMPROVING. 


Items of Interest Picked Up From 
Various Sources for the Benefit 
of “Democrat” Readers. 


Seven big passenger locomotives 
and two large freight engines are 
now being built at the Baldwin L o­ 
comotive works for the 
Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas railroad, says the 
Philadelphia Inquirer. 
The 
large 
amount of travel on this road makes 
it 
necessary 
to 
use 
very 
large, 
heavy engines in running the fast 
express trains. Those now in course 
of construction will be 
equipped 
with 19x26 cylinders, will have two 
pairs of driving wheels, and will 
weigh about 126,000 pounds. There 
will be about 76,000 pounds’ weight 
on the driving wheels. 
These en­ 
gines are guaranteed to haul trains 
of eight cars at the rate of thirty- 
five miles an hour on a grade of 
fifty- six feet to the mile. 
The two freight engines ordered 
at the same time as the others will 
be the .same as those now used by 
the company for which they are be­ 
ing built. 
All of the nine engines 
will be shipped some time during 
July and will at once be started, 
running on the long lines over the 
prairies.
